After ten days of negotiations, 
persuasions, pleadings, with the set- 
tlement of many, problems and the 
removal of many obstacles, Brazil 
maintained her decision, which was 
declared to be irrevocable, to veto 
Germany’s election unless she her- 
self was accorded a permanent seat 
in the council. 

When the assembly met in the

the British foreign secretary, pro- 
posed postponement of Germany’s 
election until the fall. He spoke 
with great emotion about the fail- 
ure to attain the much-desired ob- 
joce of the conference, and was fol- 
lowed by other speakers. 

Italy Alone Silent. 

Italy alone of all the great pow- 
ers represented permanently in the 
council refrained from joining in 
the expression of regret that Ger- 
many by force of events had to con- 
tent herself outside the league for 
the time being.

Geneva Collapse Said to Herald Return to Balance of | 
Power—Houghton and Kellogg Confer 
on Situation. 


By ALBERT W. FOX, 

The Geneva collapse has the fol- 
lowing salient points of significance 
to the United States government, 
according to authoritative infor- 
mation here: 

First: It means the fading out 
of the League of Nations’ dream 
of internationalism and the demon- 
strated substitution therefor of the 
century-old balance of power in 
European political affairs. 

Second: It means the postpone- 
ment, if not the cancellation, of 
any real disarmament conference. 

Third: It reaffirms the forecasts 
which have been reaching Presi- 
dent Coolidge for months from 
American diplomats abroad and 
from Senators and others here, 
that European predictions of ideal 
internationalism, unselfishnes, dis- 
armament and mutual trust be- 
tween nations must not be taken 
seriously in advance of acts looked 
upon as necessary to provide the 
acid test. 

The acid test has come at Ge: 
neva. It has failed to show that 
the league could stand up against 
the intrigues and national aspira- 
tions supporting the old-fashioned 
balance of power. The spirit of 


Locarno, as the diplomats phrase 
it, has been buried in the Geneva 
wreck. 

Naturally, the United States gov- 
erment is deeply concerned, though 
the United States, by rare good for- 
tune and foresight, has played only 
the role of onlooker. 

Alanson B. Houghton, American 
Ambassador to Great Britain, had 
a long conference with Secretary 
of State Kellogg yesterday relative 
to the effects of the Geneva 
collapse. No statement was forth- 
coming as to the results of this 
conference, but the facts in the 
Situation are so apparent to offi- 
cials and diplomats here that there 
can be little doubt as to the main 
lines of information which Mr. 
Houghton must have given Mr. 
Kellogg. 

In the first place, it is apparent 
now, if it has not been clear be- 
fore, that the League of Nations is 
serving merely as an instrumen- 
tality whereby France and the little 
entente can strive to surround Ger- 
many with more impediments and 
obstacles to development as a first- 
class power.

Plymouth, Vt., March 17 (By A

day, his physician, Dr. Albert M. 
Cram, said tonight. 
“Col. Coolidge is very quiet to- 
night,’’ the bulletin at 7:50 o’clock 
said. ‘‘Hie spent a comfortable after- 
noon, but has not taken any nour- 
ishment. 

‘His condition is about the same 
as this morning, and it appears 
likely that he will have a restful 
night, as he does not suffer from 
attacks of hiccoughing as much as 
before. 

“There seems to be no immediate 
cause for alarm.” 

Dr. Cram let it be known that it 
was with the greatest difficulty his 
aged patient could take the neces- 
sary medicine. The inability of Col. 
Coolidge to take nourishment was 
responsible for the growing weak- 
ness, the physician said. A further 
complication has been the partial 
paralysis of the intestinal organs. 

Dr. Cram added that the lungs so 
far showed no indication of conges- 
tion, a condition which the physi- 
cian said he would regard as very 
great. 

There has been little actual suf- 
fering of late days, it became 
known. In an effort to make Col. 
Coolidge as comfortable as possi- 
ble, sedatives have been adminis- 
tered freely. When it was proposed 
today to plow, a path through the 
snow to the Coolidge home, the 
neighbors hesitated because the 
noise of the tractor motors might 
annoy ‘the sick man, but Dr. Cram 
assured the roadmakers that the

—IN U. S. POPULATION 


Gain in 1925 Almost Identical 
With That of 1924, Says 


Research Bureau. 


New York, March 17 (By A. P.). 
An estimated gain of 1,629,000 in 
population in the United States last 
year was announced today by the 
National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search. The indicated gain for 
1925 was almost identical with that 
for 1924. 

The estimated population of con- 
tinental United States was placed at 
115,940,0000n January 1, 1926, or 
a gain of more than 10,000,000 
since the last Federal census in 
1920. 

The estimates were reached 
principally by a process of figures 
covering the birth and death reg-

The House voted down, 32 to 2, a 
proposal by Representative Black. 
of New York, to withhold any funds 
from the Metropolitan police de- 
partment for the enforcement of the 
prohibition act. Mr. Black’s pro- 
posal was merely a gesture in order 
that he might have the floor for 
five minutes, but the drys refused 
to let him withdraw it and insisted 
on a vote. It revealed Mr. Black 
and Representative Linthicum, 
Maryland, as the only supporters 
of the amendment. 

Mr. Black, angered at the tactics 
of the drys in refusing to let him 
withdraw the proposal without a 
vote, threatened to adjourn the 
House, but was dissuaded by Chair- 
man Madden of the appropriations 
committee. 

10 Buildings Now Available. 


The school children restriction 
will make 10 eight-room buildings 
available for District children, its 
proponents contended. 

As finally approved, the restric- 
tions went further than its spon- 
sors originally contemplated. The 
subcommittee, headed by Repre- 
sentative Funk, of Illinois, had 
prepared a provision that would 
have required the approximately 
3,000 Maryland and Virginia chil- 
dren to pay tuition for attendance 
In District schools.

MCAMANT REJECTED 
FOR BENGH BY SENATE 


No Record Vote Taken When 
Committee Report Is Ap- 
proved Without Debate. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

President Coolidge yesterday lost 
his fight to keep on the Federal 
bench Wallace McCamant, of Ore- 
gon, who placed his name inv nomi- 
nation for the Vice Presidency at 
Chicago in 1920. 

Without a record vote, or even 
discussion, the Senate approved the 
report of its judiciary committee, 
which recommended against con- 
firmation by a vote of 10 to 4 

The action of the Senate auto- 
matically removes Judge McCam- 


ant from the bench of the Ninth 
circuit court, where he has served 
since September under a recess ap- 
pointment by Mr. Coolidge. 

The adverse report of the com- 
mittee was taken up out of order 
in executive session at the request 
of Chairman Cummins, of the judi- 
ciary committee, who moved its 
adoption. No objection was offered, 
either by administration leaders or 
the friends of Judge McCamant, 
and the vote was taken. 

Reports were that Judge McCam- 
ant had let ‘t become known that 
he did not care to press the fight 
after the committee, which gave 
him a personal hearing, had voted 
so overwhelmingly against him. 

Immediately after the Senate 
voted, discussion arose as to a suc. 
cessor to Judge McCamant. The 
names of Federal District Judge 
James, of California, and former 
Federal Judge Frank Narcross, of 
Nevada, were among those men- 
tioned. Others are expected to 
enter the field. 

The fight against the McCamant 
nomination was led by Sénator 
Johnson, Republican, California.

“In 1922 the Literary Digest 
took a poll on beer and wine. In 
this poll California cast 20,479 
votes for modification and 8,418 
for repeal. There were only 15,565° 
votes for enforcement. Yet a few 
weeks later, in a regular election, 
California adopted a _ prohibition- 
enforcement law by a majority of 
33,9438. 

“Massachusetts cast a majority 
for modification in the straw vote, 
but a few weeks later cast a major- 
ity for an enforcement law in the 
regular election. In this same straw 
vote Ohio cast 25,511 straw votes 
for modification and repeal and 
only 20,285 for enforcement. But 
a few weeks later Ohio defeated a 
constitutional ‘amendment for beer 
and wine in the regular election 
by a majority of 189,432. 

“The actual records not only 
show that the people have not voted 
at regular elections in harmony 
with the public sentiment of straw- 
ballot majorities, but they also show 
that actual votes on beer and wine, 
following the adoption of prohibi- 
tion, have alw ays been against beer 
and wine.’

OPERATORS ACCEPT PLAN

Both sides in the New Jersey tex- 
tile strike transferred their activ- 
ities to Washington yesterday, and 
whiie the mill owners were won 
over to a plan of settlement based 
on arbitration, the strikers’ repre- 
sentatives balked and promised 
counter proposals today. 

The plan agreed to by the owners 
was suggested wy Labor Depart- 
ment concillators. It provides for 
immediate return of the 16,000 
strikers to work pending adjust- 
ment of their grievances by selected 
representatives of both sides. Their 
decision would be made retroactive 
to the date work is resumed. 

If these negotiations failed, a 
committee of three, made up of a 
representative of each side and one 
named by the department, would 
attempt to settle the difference, 

Robert M. Reinhold, of the Forst- 
mann & Huffmann mills, at Passaic. 
and F. W. Halterman, of the Gera 
& New Jersey Worsted mills, the 
only two owners who had not pre- 
viously approved the plan; accept- 
ed it yesterday, but at a two-hour 
conference later the strikers’ dele- 
gate declined to indorse it. They 
declared a counter proposition 
would be presented Secretary Davis 
today.

Judge Reed Says He Now Is

Charges of wide-open conditions 
in Alaska were put under scrutiny 
yesterday by a Senate judiciary 
subcommittee. Throughout hear- 
ings granted Judge Thomas M. 
Reed and District Attorney Albert 
G. Shoup, whose renominations in 
the First Alaskan judicial district 
are under fire, there was spread on 
the record frequent references to 
bootlegging,, narcotic traffic, and 
other forms of vice; purported mis- 
carriages of justice and ‘‘sour- 
dough’’ nicknames, such as ‘‘frozen 
foot.’’ The officials, however, 
tended that conditions in Alaska 
were no worse than in other places 
similarly situated. 

Delegate Sutherland, of Alaska, 
is leading the fight against Revd 
and Shoup, and he is supported by 
John W. Frame. who asserts he 
was unjustly deprived of a seat at 
the Cleveland Republican conven- 
tion as Republican national com- 
mitteeman from Alaska through 
the activity of Judge Reed and 
others. 

One of the charges against Judge 
Reed is that he imposed jail sen- 
tences upon three men he had 
found guilty of contempt because 
of their manner in testifying.

Coast Guard Receives 
Four Navy Destroyers 


Four Davis, 
have 


destroyers, the 
Wilkes, Shaw and Tucker, 
been ordered turned over to the 
Treasury: Department for coast 
guard use by Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur. The destroyers wili be pre- 
pared for their transfer at Phila- 
delphia and will be repaired, re- 
conditioned and equipped. 

Twenty destroyers already have 
been transferred and are now being 
used by the coast guard. Of these, 
fifteen are 750-ton ships and seven, 
1,000-ton. The four latest to be 
transferred are also 1,000-ton ships. 
They are capable of making about 
30 knots speed and are fitted to 
carry eight officers and 114 men. 
They are 315 feet long and a draft 
of about 10 feet and are now out 
of commission at Philadelphia.

Fighting in Mist. 


Promptly at 5:30 a. m., Com- 
pany ‘“‘D,’’ First gas regiment, 
Which had been apportioned equai- 
ly to the two leading infantry regi- 
ments, threw a protective screen 
of smoke over no man’s land, and 
Simultaneously all the divisional 
75s concentrated their fire on the 
German front line trenches for 25 
minutes. At 5:55 a. m. the bar- 
rage moved forward at the  pre- 
scribed rate of 100 meters every 
four minutes while the infantry 
front line went over the top. 

Although the weather was good, 
a heavy mist hung over the ground, 
particularly in the | Malancourt 
valley in front of the 314th In- 
fantry. Threading their way 
through gaps in the wire, over 
shell holes and across the Forge 
brook, the leading platoons carried 
the enemy’s first line trenches 
with little resistance. Apparently 
these had been abandoned and only 
a few German dead gave evidence 
of their previous occupation. Push- 
ing on behind the barrage, the 
front lines of the leading regi- 
ments soon ran into difficulties 
from different causes. 

The advance of. the 813th in- 
fantry on the left lay for 2 kilo- 
meters through the Malancourt 
woods, a tangled mass of forest 
debris and underbrush, covered 
with shell craters and wire entan- 
glements. Progress over such 
ground by men encumbered with 
packs, rifles and gas masks must 
necessarily be exceedingly slow. 
The original speed of the barrage, 
contemplated by corps, was 100 
meters in three minutes, but at my 
personal request had been slowed 
down to 100 meters every four 
minutes. Even this proved far too 
fast and the struggling infantry- 
men fell more and more behind 
their protecting curtain of steel 
until all its benefits were lost. At 
first the extent of this loss did not 
manifest itself, for, aside from an 
occasional machine gun, or sniper 
in a tree top, there was little to 
check the advance of the regiment 
other than the terrible condition 
of the ground. 


Under Machine Gun Fire, 


At 9 a. m. the 313th front line 
had reached the northern edge of 
the Bois de Malancourt to find it- 
self facing the southern edge of the 
Bois de Cuisey across an open ris- 
ing slope one kilometer wide. Here 
the loss of the barrage made itself 
painfully evident, as every attempt 
to pass into the open from the Bois 
de Malancourt was met with dead- 
ly machine-gun fire from the edge 
of the Bois de Cuisey and _ the 
slopes below. Moreover, a formida- 
ble band of wire entanglement 
checked every attempt at a rush. 
It was here that Maj. Benjamin 
Pepper (cousin of Senator Pepper) 
was mortally wounded by a sniper 
bullet and his adjutant, Lieut. 
Francis 8S. Patterson, instantly 
killed, and Maj. Jesse R. Langley 
of the first battalion seriously 
wounded in both legs. For five 
hours the advance of the 313th was 
held up with frightful losses.

Spokesmen of the great 
powers point to Brazil as the chief example of 
“coelfish nationalism.’’ They can not under- 
stand why small nations should interfere with 
the nationalism the powers. They 
seem to-be bent upon devising another plan for 
compelling small nations to yield their rights 
to strong nations, and yet cooperate in exe- 
euting the great powers’ schemes. The project 
is fantastic, and no politician who not 
steeped in European intrigue would think of 
supporting it. 

The soul of the covenant of the league of 
nations is the control of Europe and the world 
by a few great powers. That plan will not 
work. An American nation has vetoed it. 
Now the league must find another soul or 
perish. 

It would be interesting to know the true 
reasons for Brazil’s unyielding stand, and 
the identity of the governments, if any, which 
supported and encouraged Brazil. If the ac- 
tion of that country was based upon a determi- 
nation not to acquiesce in the creation of a 
superpower in Europe which would seek to 
interfere in South American affairs, Ameri- 
cans can not fail to applaud Brazil’s stand. If 
the new commission should propose a plan 
which would attempt to revive the scheme 
under a disguise, the withdrawal of all Ameri- 
can governments from the league would prob- 
ably be the consequence.

It costs $2,500 
more to settle a case by trial and order 
than it does by stipulation. The new rule 
of stipulation has saved the taxpayers of 
America, in the first year of its operation, 
approximately $700,000.

OUT OF ORDER. , 
During the discussion in the House on the 
District appropriation bill, a member proposed 
to restore the following amendment to the 
section providing for the payment of the 
salaries of teachers in the, District: 


Provided, that no part of this sum shall 
be available for the payment of the salary 
of any teacher who teaches partisan poli- 
tics, disrespect of the Holy Bible, or that 
ours is an inferior government. 

This provision was in last year’s act, but 
was eliminated by the committee this year. 

A point of order was raised against the 
amendment, and Mr. Lehlbach, chairman of 
the committee of the whole, made this ruling: 

In every case the officer disbursing these 
salaries would have to exercise a judg- 
ment, a judgment based upon most diffi- 
cult propositions, and would have to ap- 
ply that judgment to individual cases. It 
is not only the imposition of a new duty 
on the disbursing officer but a most oner- 
ous and difficult duty. Consequently it 
is clearly legislation, and the chair sus- 
tains the point of order. 

This was a sensible ruling. The proposed 
amendment was entirely out of order and im- 
proper. The proposal would plunge the school 
system of the District into political and re- 
ligious quarrels. The board of education may 
be depended upon to dismiss any teacher who 
should inject religion, politics, or disloyalty 
into his teachings.

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THE DIRECT PRIMARY. 


The New Jersey senate has defeated by the 
narrow margin of one vote the so-called Stevens 
bill to repeal the direct primary law and pro- 
vide for the selection of candidates for the 
United States Senate and governor by the old 
convention system. The bill has been the sub- 
ject of bitter controversy and has aroused the 
opposition of a number of Republican leaders. 
On the other hand, Senator Edge and State 
Chairman Stokes have been strongly supporting 
the change. In advocating the return to the 
convention system, State Senator Stevens said 
that it had become apparent that the direct 
primary had not accomplished what it was in- 
tended to do, and he quoted the author of the 
bill as having admitted it to be a failure after 
fourteen yeurs’ experience. 


| $444,000,000 
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his adherents are the first Republicans to begin 
a determined fight for a change back to the 
former system of choosing candidates for 
United States Senator’and State officers. Sen- 
timent in other States is crystallizing along this 
line, however, and the Republicans of Montana 
may initiate a movement for the repeal of the 
primary law in that State. Of the 48 States 
only six—Idaho, Connecticut, Delaware, New 
Mexico, Rhode Island and Utah—retain the 
convention system of naming party candidates, 
and in some of these the State committees may 
call a primary. 

The direct primary has been a subject of 
much discussion among leaders of both parties, 
though many are not sufficiently bold to pro- 
claim their views publicly. The late President 
Harding, at a meeting of Republican clubs in 
Washington a few years ago, vigorously de- 
nounced the direct primary and declared he 
would like to see a return to the convention 
system. 

It can hardly be denied that the primary 
system lessens the responsibility of party lead- 
ers. Under this system the leaders of nejther 
party are charged with or feel bound to assume 
any responsibility, and in this respect it dis- 
courages men of outstanding ability to run for 
office. Undoubtedly the direct primary has en- 
couraged the growth of radicalism of the crazy 
sort. 
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THE PRAGUE FAIR. 


Much in the way of increased trade between 
the United States and Czechoslovakia is ex- 
pected to result from the fair at Prague, which 
opens next Sunday and will be continued 
throughout the week. The United States. will 
have a pavilion to itself, which will be oceu- 
pied by exhibitors of all sorts of manufactured 
products. Since the foundation of the Czecho- 
Slovakian republic the country has made 
marked strides toward the stabilization of its 
currency and the increase of its industries. 
The currency has remained steady during the 
last three years, with the resultant extension 
of the confidence of the outside world in the 
integrity of the men responsible for the gov- 
ernment of the republic. ‘ 

This confidence has naturally brought about 
satisfactory commercial conditions, as shown 
by the steady increase in the foreign trade of 
Czechoslovakia. In 1925 exports reached the 
comfortable total of $555.000.000, which ex- 
ceeded the figures of 1924 by $60,000,000. 
During the same period the imports rose from 
to $520.000,000. During the 
insolvency decreased materially, unem- 
ployment was minimized and the discount rate 
reduced to 6%. Considerable headway was 
made during the year in technical progress, 
and up-to-date machinery was installed in 
many industries, thereby materially aiding in 
the reduction of manufacturing costs. 

It is expected that there will be a large 
attendance of Americans now in Europe at the 
Prague fair and that the direct result will be 
seen in many additions to the stocks of cen- 
tral European wares displayed in the retail 
stores of the United States, especially during 
the next holiday ‘season.

T« rut is asymbol of that reaction and routine in which dead minds 


ese 


fall. 

When the courage and creativeness of a man’s growing years 
begin to wane and he loses the capacity to change his mind and his 
methods in the face of new facts or under the challenge of new condi- 
tions, we say that he has fallen into a rut. 

Most of my journalistic life has been spent in persistent propaganda 
against routine and reaction. 
son, in defense of that courage and creativeness that prevent our falling 
into ruts. 

I do not want to take back any of that propaganda; but there is an 
aspect of ruts that we are likely to overlook in our eagerness to make 
our case against the deadening blight of routine and reaction. 

Ruts, when rightly used, are essential factors in progressive thinking 
and effective working. 

The fact is that the major part of any man’s life and work must run 
in well-established ruts, if his thought and energy are to be free for 
reconsideration and revaluation of those parts of his life and work that 
really need changing. 

Edwin Holt Hughes once told me that when he became president of 
De Pauw university alumni on gil hands kept saying to him, ‘‘We want 


you to lift De Pauw out of the ruts.’’ 

Hughes was young. Administering a university was new to him. He 
was a little worried at the prospect of being pitched headlong into the 
job of learning the universtiy and administering it at one and the same 
time for the first year. 

He had the experience every man has when suddenly saddled with the 
responsibility for administering a big established enterprise. He was 
relieved to find that the machine so nearly ran itself. An established 
institution happily has a momentum of its own that giyes the new ad- 
ministrator ample time to find his way about. 

One day, early in his administration, Mrs. Hughes said, ‘“‘What have 
you been doing today, Ed?’’ 

‘I’ve spent most of the day,” he replied, ‘“‘thanking God for ruts.” 

This is what Woodrow Wilson meant-when he said: 

“Change is not worth while for its own sake. 

“If a thing is good today, I should like to have it stay that way to- 
morrow. 

“Most of our calculations in life are dependent upon things staying the 
way they are. 

‘“‘Progress, development—those are modern words. The modern idea 
is to leave the past and press onward to something new. But what is 
progress going to do with the past and the present? How is it going to 
treat them? Should it break with them altogether, or rise out of them, 
with its roots still deep in the older time?’’ | 

The answer clearly is that the wise man reduces to habit and allows 
'to run in well-cut ruts all of life that he can safely commit to routine, 
saving his courage and his creativeness for the consideration of the 
things that really need reform and recreation.

Sixteenth Street Then and Now. 


To the Editor of the Post: Sir 
As another resident of Sixteenth 


street may I add my word to that of 
Mrs. Marietta Minnigerode Andrews 
in support of the Sixteenth street 
bus service, which is not only an 
inestimable convenience to those 
motorless individuals (of whom 
there are still a few), who reside 
on a thoroughfare barassingly far 
from car lines, but the buses also 
add a picturesque gaiety and holi- 
day spirit to this boulevard, in keep- 
ing with its beautiful buildings and 
wonderful trees. My only objection 
to thé buses is that there are not! 
enough of them: if we had a suffi- 
cient number they might aid in de 
creasing the army of automobiles, 
most of which are an_ unsightl\ 
menace and a curse to pedestrians 
Being a member of a family 
which has resided in the same block 
of Sixteenth street for 60 vears, un- 
doubtedly the longest period of res- 
idence for that street. five genera 
tions having lived in the old home- 
stead and three generations being 
born there, we have witnessed the 
marvelous development of this lo- 
cality, from its ‘“‘age of innocence” 
aS a country lane, to its present 
| grandeur as the Fifth Avenue of 
| Washington and one of the finest 
boulevards in the world, which is 
‘certainly its destination. We can 
remember when our old birthplace, 
with the Riggs mansion and a for- 
;mer home. of John Quincy Adams 
| (then oeeupied by Senator Barlow, 
of Vermont, now the site of John 
|Barton Payne’s residence), were 
the only buildings on the entire 
square bounded by Sixteenth, Sev- 
enteenth, I and K_ streets. The 
high-walled gardens of the Riggs 


and Corcoran estates, historic St. 
Johns (the family chureh), and 
Lafayette Square inclosed in its 


high iron railing, were the land- 
marks of our childhood. 

Sixteenth street was then paved 
with wooden blocks, worn by the 
elements into steep hills and dales, 
impassable save to a venturesome 
coal cart. The brick pavements 
were richly carpeted with moss and 
illuminated by one feeble gas lamp 
for each block. The only sounds at 
hight were the buzzing of mosqui- 
toes, the squeaking of a pump which 
stood on a little hillock in the midst 
of a meadow where now the Carl- 
ton hotel is rearing its palatial 
walls, and occasionally the rich har- 
mony of darkey voices, passing in 
the dusk, singing negro spirituels. 

Scott Cirele at that date was the 
end of civilization! Beyond lay 1 
wilderness of vacant lots, with a 
sprinkling of negro cabins, tin cans 


and stray cats. Mrs. Henderson's 
home, built some vears later and 
known then as Boundary Castle, 


was just above what was then the 
boundary, now Florida avenue, 
where Sixteenth street ended at that 
time. 

The bobtailed street ear. with 
straw-covered floor, drawn by one 
horse wearing a jingl’ng necklace 
of hells, and later the Fifteenth 
street herdic, also horsedrawn, 
which turned into Sixteenth street 
at Scott circle, were the precursors 
of the present luxurious buses, with 
all their twentieth century improve- 
ments and comforts.

READER has asked how coal 

was formed ‘in the. first 

place’ and where it is found 
in North America. 


The story of coal is one of the} 
/most interesting which can be told. | 
Scientists have learned that the) 
coal we use today was formed vast | 
'ages ago. We are told that some 


ot it was laid down more than 20.,- 
000,000 years ago! 
Coal is a kind of a rock, usually 


black in color, but sometimes)! 


brown. Hard eoal is older than 


‘soft coal. Peat (which is widely 


used in Ireland for fuel) may be 
called ‘‘young coal.” 

Speaking of peat brings us to the 
beginning of the coal story. If vou 
visit a swamp today vou may find 
a layer of peat only a few inches 


beneath the grassy surface. That | 
layer is coal-in-the-making. If it! 


is left there long enough it will 


turn into. soft coal and then into 
| hard coal. 
Where does the peat come from? | 


remainder of moss, plant 
stems, leaveg and bits of wood 
which fell beneath water long ago. 
When peat is beneath the surface 


is one way we learn about plants 
|and trees which grew before there 
were people on earth. 

The most valuable coal fields in 
North America are in the State of 
Pennsylvania. The famous Pitts- 
burgh coal bed was once the scene 
of a vast swamp which covered mora 
| than 10,000 square miles. This bed 
extends into Ohio and West. Vir- 
| ginia, and produces millions of tons 
of soft coal each year. The layers 
around Pittsburgh are about ten 
feet thick on the. average. Hard 
coul is found chiefly in eastern 
Pennsylvania. 

Illinois and Kentucky are also 
important coal States. Missouri and 
lowa produce some coal, but do not 
rank near the States I have named. 

Canada is not so well suppliel 
with coal as the United States, but 
there are rich flelds in Nova Scotda, 
Alberta and Vancouver island.

and observe a time, limit to their 
parking. 

That worked for a while, he 
said, but the people soon forgot, 
and conditions in a short time were 
as bad as ever. Whatever condi- 
tions time parking may bring with 
it, the only permanent. solution to 
the problem seems to lie that way, 
he said. G. W. Offutt, chairman 
of the committee, is also of the 
opinion that time parking presents 
the only solution.
